Naturally, we would have liked to 
have seen Jack Willingham get the 
nomination but recognize the fact that 
Jack does not really have time for this 
additional job. In talking to Jack

selection. 
We can’t say that we are too 
pleased with this method of selecting 
the man who will represent us in 
Austin for the next two years but the 
only way the people could have had a 
voice in the matter would have been 
either a 
write-in 
cam paign 
in 
November or for David Ratliff to 
have resigned after being elected in 
November. 
We are just glad that it appears that 
everything worked out as well as it 
did. 


One of the problems that will face 
who ever is elected to represent this 
district next year, and barring some 
unforseen circumstance it will be 
Martin, is the matter of hospital 
districts 
for 
Hamlin 
and 
Fisher 
County. 
While the Legislature is still in 
session as this is written, it does not 
seem likely that this matter will be 
resolved during this special session 
and will come up again next January. 
It is our hope that some form of 
compromise can be worked out with 
Fisher County that will best serve the 
interests of both groups. We have no 
desire to deprive Fisher County of a 
much needed hospital but at the same 
time do feel that we are due some 
consideration for the area just West of 
Hamlin that is so much a part of 
Hamlin. 
The people of Stamford failed to 
wake up to a similar problem a 
number of years ago and now have a 
large area within the Stamford city 
limits that pay taxes to support the 
Haskell Hospital District. 
And with Hamlin continuing to 
grow to the West, we could have more 
and more people living in Hamlin, 
paying city taxes and at the same 
time paying for a hospital in Rotan. 
It would seem to us that the people 
of Fisher County could maintain a 
hospital district that would generate 
enough revenue without that part of 
the county that includes our school 
district. 


Since this is written on Monday, the 
day the Democratic national con­ 
vention opens in Miami, it is hard to 
predict what will transpire during 
this session, but it is pretty safe to bet 
that it will be a wild one. 
For one thing the new rules put 
forth by the “ McGovern Com­ 
mission” have fixed it where 80 
percent of the delegates will be at­ 
tending their first convention. These 
new rules specify a certain quota for 
blacks, women, 
teenagers, 
senior 
citizens, etc.,, until there is no room 
left for the loyal party Democrat who 
has been keeping the precinct offices 
open all these years. 
We hear a lot of talk about getting 
rid of the party bosses and giving 
control to the rank and file members, 
especially the minority groups. This 
includes the smoke filled 
rooms 
where all of the so called dirty politics 
is supposed to take place.
